A larger number of ratepayers than 
us.al attended the meeting of the 
city council last night, apparently in 
the hope of hearing a lively discus- 
sion over the appointment of a secre- 
tary treasure!, but they were dis- 
appointed, as the appointment was 
made unanij.nousiy and without any 
discussion whatever. That the ma- 
jority of the audience had no other 
purpose in attending is attested by 
the fact that- as soon as the result 
of the ballott was announced there 
was a general exodus, 

When the meeting opened only half 
the aldersnen were in their places, but 
the others dropped in during’ the 
reading of the minutes. 

A letter was read from Mr, A. T. 
Mode, ealling attention to the fact 
that the trees in the lane through 
block 49 had not been cut and that 
the lane was impassable. Mr. Mode 
asked that the lane be cleared, as 
considerable hauling would shortly 
be done to some lots owned by him 
in the block. The request was re- 
ferred to the public works committee. 

The district manager of the Bell 
Telephone Co. wrote intimating that 
arrangements had been made for the 
removal of the telephone poles on 
the west siJje of Main street between 
Saskatchewan and South Avenue as 
required by the municipality. 

An application for an increase 
wagee to $125 per month by 
Manchester, waterworks foreman was 
left in the hands of the sewer and 
waterworks committee. 

A report from the pound

was read, showing that during the 
past month 26 head of cattle, five 
horses and a donkey had been im- 


pounded and that all there animals 
had been claimed except two horses, 
which were to be sold on Saturday 
next. o : 

A recommendation from the hospi- 
tal board recommending ‘that the 
matron’s salary be increased $10 per 
month was laid on the table for fu- 
ture consideration. 

Petitions were read for a six foot 
plank sidewalk on the west side of 
Niblock street from the north east 
corner of black 27 to the south east 
corner af block 12; a four foot plank 
walk on the south side of Alberta 
avenue and South Avenue from the 
northwest corner of block 47 to a 
point in front of the exhibition 
grounds; a four foot plank walk on 
the north side of Rouleau avenue 
from the southwest corner of block 
58 to the south east corner of the 
same block; a six foot plank walk 
on Cameron. street from the south 
east corner of black 71 to the north 
east corner of block 129; a six foot 
granolithic» walk with boulevard on 
the east side of Hardisty street from 
the south w?st corner of block 70 
to the north west corner of — block 
95; and a six fopt granolithic walk 
with boulevard on the west side of 
hardisty street from the south east

Day at Frank. 


Frank, Alta., June 4.—Three wit- 
nesses, all miners, were examined be- 
fore the Coal Commission here to day. 
Like the Lethbridge miners, all stood 
out strong for an eight hour day, bank 
to bank law, and a compensation act. 
The trio of witnesses had worked under 
the compensation act in Scotland, and 
declared it to be very satisfactory and 
resulting in mines being in much better 
shape.

DISCREDITABLE CONDITIONS, 

These discreditable conditions can- 
not but reflect upon the minister and 
his more responsible officers, and 
must, besides, act as a demoralizing 
influence on the service. It is a wel 
known fact that many of the civil 
servants mre in a chronic siate 
discontent. The salaries are 
low to meet the increased cost of 
living, they claim; uromotions unjust, 
hours too long, distribution of labor 
unequal, ete., etc. Whaiever value 
may be attached to these claims, it 
is nevertheless true that there “‘hun- 
dreds in Ottawa, and thousands out- 
side, who consider themselves quite 
competent to do their work and are 
ready to fill any, aod even all the po- 
sitions in the service. 

As already suggested the investiga- 
tions and report of the civil service 
commission will gpen out an excellent 
opportunity for the city of Ottawa 
to make better terms with the Dom- 
inion government, which receives a 
great deal more from it than it gives 
to the city. It was looked upon as 
a marvel of generosity when Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier determined to make 
Ottawa the Washington of the north 
and voted an annual grant of $60,- 
000 a year to be spent in impro ing 
the capital ef the Dominion, The in- 
tention was generous, but this gos.nt 
fell far short of being an adequate 
compensation for the benefit af gov- 
ernment property within its limits 
and reach, 

It is true that the civil servants 
spend the bulk of their camnings in 
Ottawa, but it is equally true that 
they receive a better equivalent, 
thereof than do their fellow citizens, 
because their salaries are exempt 
from taxation and the public lurdens 
are borne by others.
